Another war, instead of being a cure, 
would be the final world catastrophe. 

Many contributing causes there may be to the economic trails of today, 
but the main source of all the trouble is to be found in the Great War,

i Bill Introduced In Senate Asks Regis¬ 
tration Of People In Canada ! 

! Compulsory registration of all per- J 
j sons in Canada over the age of 16 
; years would be provided for under a 
bill introduced in the Senate by 
j Senator J. B. Casgrain. Registration 
..' would be followed by the issue of a 
certificate with the person’s photo¬ 
graph and signature on it. 

Certain exceptions to the universal 
registration would be allowed. 
Cloistered nuns, members of the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
any provincial or municipal police 
force, inmates of asylums for the ln- 
mentally defective, inmates 
of penitentiaries and prisoners < 
such other institutions as might be 
excepted by the minister in charge 
of the administration of the act would 
not have to register. 

The act would apply to everyone 
in Canada, including British subjects 
and aliens. AH would have to regis¬ 
ter within a named time and all per¬ 
sons subsequently reaching that age 
would have to register within one 
week of their 16th birthday. 

In applying for registration a per¬ 
son would be required to state his na¬ 
tionality and, if a British subject, 
whether he became so by birth or 
naturalization. He would also sub¬ 
mit a photograph which would be at¬ 
tached to his certificate.

, A few days ago the headquarters’ 
office of the Exhibition and Confer¬ 
ence was advised by the General 
Director of Agriculture of the Span¬ 
ish Ministry of National Economy 
that a special committee of cereal 
agriculture had been appointed to de¬ 
vote Itself to the definite organization 
of participation by Spain in the 
World’s Grain Exhibition and Confer- 

Spaln has a particular interest in 
the forthcoming world-wide grain ex¬ 
hibition and conference in that it is 
a preponderatingly agricultural coun¬ 
try. Its productive area is calculat¬ 
ed at 114,000,000 acres of which, last 
year, nearly 12,000,000 acres were 
sown to wheat, 6,000,000 acres to bar¬ 
ley, 2,000,000 acres to oats and 1,500,- 
000 to rye. 

Seventeen countries have now offi¬

Business men 
should remember this. If it comes to a choice between 
auto trucks and busses, business men in the Crows Nest 
Pass particularly have only one choice. In fact* the entire 
population of the district is dependent on the railway com¬ 
pany. Without any blush at all we admit it is self-interest 
that prompts such a thought, for a man would be foolish 
who would cast away his daily bread. Were there no rail¬ 
ways requiring coal, there would be no trading centres in 
the Crows Nest Pass. 


Some day prosperity may return to this area, and coal 
will be utilized to a much greater extent in forms other 
than it now is. The world of science and research does 
uot remain in a rut. 


Do not take life too seriously. When you have passed 
on you are soon forgotten, no matter how big a toad in a 
small puddle you may have been. 


Try and name those who have passed from your com¬ 
munity, by removal or death, in the past five years, and 
you will perhaps be surprised how few you remember. 


You remain in the public eye just so long as you are 
serviceable.

If your business fails to give 
service, it just dies a lingering death. 


If you are enthusiastic, if you are thoroughly con¬ 
vinced that your business is rendering service, and you are 
aggressive in keeping your light shining by the force of 
your example and optimism, you are not so easily over¬ 
looked as is he who sits and waits. If you must wait, 
hustle while you wait. 


Now is the time to conquer adversity and depression, 
‘by asserting your enthusiasm and will-power. Some busi¬ 
ness men harbor the thought that because they are known 
people will buy from them. If these men reflect, they will 
riflmit that they themselves buy from those who are most 
aggressive in selling their wares. If they wish to increase 
their sales they too must be aggressive. He who waits will 
ilhave to take the leavings. 


The great bulk of goods purchased are from those 
fi'.:rms—large and small--which advertise. They do not 
advertise just to spend money or to see their names in 
print. Advertising expenditures are investments to pro¬ 
mote bigger business. Some never try to acquire the right 
mental slant on this phase of selling goods, and suffer ac¬ 
cordingly. 95 per cent, of buyers are influenced by adver¬ 
tising. The recent play seen here, “It Pays to Advertise,”

WAR LOAN AND 
VICTORY BONDS 

A Statement by the Minister of Finance 

TN THE dark days of the War, Canadians loaned to the 

I Government of the Dominion many hundred millions of 

X dollars to enable the operations of the Allies to be carried 
to a successful conclusion. 

When Canadians loaned their money to the Government, they 
received bonds which were promises to repay them the sum 
loaned with interest at the rate of 5% or 5A% per annum. On 
the 1st of October next, $53,000,000 of these bonds become 
due; on the 1st of November, 1932, the maturity will be 
$73,000,000; on the 1st of November, 1933, $446,000,000; 
and, in 1934, $511,000,000 must be provided for. 

It would not be prudent, either in the interest of the security 
holders or the country itself, to wait until these loans become 
due before providing for their payment or conversion. Action 
must be taken well in advance of the due dates to protect the 
credit of the country. The Government believes this an oppor¬ 
tune time to afford Canadians the opportunity to exchange the 
bonds, which they own maturing in the next few years, for new 
bonds of the Dominion of Canada carrying interest at the rate 
of 4A% per annum, which is a very attractive return. Prior to 
the maturity date of the present bonds, those who accept this 
offer will, of course, continue to be paid'interest at the rate as 
provided by the bonds they exchange. 

Canadians who have always shown confidence in their country 
are earnestly invited to exchange the bonds they now own 
for bonds of the new issue. By so doing, they will render 
less difficult the task of providing for the future-finances of the 
country, will enhance its credit and will greatly assist the 

Government in the present period of worldwide readjustments. 

No money will be asked for and no new bonds will be sold at 
this time. It is proposed to limit the present conversion to 
$250,000,000, but the Government has-the rigl* at its discre¬ 
tion to increase the amount if Canadians indicate a*general.desire 
to continue their investments in the securities of their Dominion. 

The subscription books will close on the 23rd of May. 

I earnestly seek the active support of my fellow Canadians in 
making this conversion, which is one of the largest financial 
operations our country has undertaken in recent-years, credit- 
able alike to Canada and its citizens.

Jscs ror 
ir Grains Is Subject Of 
Research Council Survey 


Farm Xo City Movement 
Is Becoming Less Popular 
And Reaction Is Setting I 


News uses for surpluses of wheat j 
and other grains are being made the 
subject of an exhaustive survey by 
the National Research Council, it was 
announced in a statement issued re¬ 
cently. Other studies are being con-1 
ducted in the hope of developing pro¬ 
cesses which will turn waste mater¬ 
ials into products of commercial 
value. 

Dealing with the program of the 
National Research Council, the state- | 
ment set forth: 

"Two researches initiated are al¬ 
ready yielding interesting results. 
One of these is a study of the refuse 
screenings (largely weed seeds), 
which accumulate at the elevators at 
the head of the lakes to the extent of, 
more than 50.000 tons a year. 

"Today these screenings, if mar-: 
ketable at all, fetch almost nothing. 
The research is already Indicating 
that they could be made to yield pro -1 
ducts—oil for soap making, fertilizer j 
and possibly feed—which would make 1 
them distinctly valuable. 

"In the other research a beginning 
has been made on the problem of find- j 
ing methods of utilizing straw. This! 
big problem is not likely to be solved 1 
In a hurry, but Is surely one which a 
Canadian research Institution should 
tackle. The traveller through West- j 
ern Canada after harvest cannot fall J 
to have been Impressed by the almost j 
mountainous piles of straw which dot j 
the landscape, but few probably 
realize that the total amount of straw 
grown in Canada each year aggre¬ 
gates about 50,000,000 tons. 

“The National Research Council Is 
making a careful study of the possl- j 
bllities of using surplus grain for the 
manufacture of fuel, alcohol, starch, 
dextrine, glucose and other sugars, j 
acids and lacquer solvents by means 
of fermentation, oils, etc. This in¬ 
cludes a study not only of the tech- ■ 
nical but also of the economic aspects, j 
The latter are clearly important, as 
the fact that a given method of 
utilizing grains for manufacturing 
purposes is economical only in sea¬ 
sons when prices are abnormally low, 
obviously an important consideration 
In determining the feasibility of es¬ 
tablishing plants based on such a 
method.”

Canada and Newsprint Production 

More Newsprint Made In Canada 
Than Any Other Country 

More newsprint paper is made in 
Canada than In any other country. 
In 1930, Canada manufactured 2,504,- 
000 tons, 36 per cent, of the world 
production of newsprint paper. The 
tonnage was practically double that 
turned out In the United States, 
Which was the nearest competitor to 
the Canadian mills with an output of 
18 per cent, of the world total. Great 
Britain and Germany each manufac¬ 
tured about nine per cent, and New¬ 
foundland and Japan four per cent, 
each. These six countries accounted 
for about four-fifths of the world sup¬ 
ply of newsprint which totalled 6,- 
975,000 tons last year. 

Though Canada’s production total¬ 
led 36 per cent, of the aggregate for 
the upwards of 20 countries produc¬ 
ing newsprint, her proportion of the 
export market was even larger. 


Exhibition For Charity 
England’s fancy mice exhibition, at 
St. Albans, England, had more than 
70 various kinds of plain and fancy 
mice shown by women fanciers. 
Mostly experimental, there are few 
limits to the combinations and cross 
breeds obtainable. Among the freak 
results are white mice with bleck 
eyes; silver and tan mice; black and 
tan mice, and one instance, extremely 
rare, a blue mouse.
